Dear Mr. Norton: 


The San Miguel is one of the big- 


gest ranches in Mexico, comprising 
something over 800,000 acres lying in 
the northern part of the state of Coah- 
uila. It is rectangular in shape and 75 
miles long. This vast tract is owned 
by a Texan, George Miers of Del Rio. 


Micrs was born'on a Texas ranch 


and has been a cattleman practically 
all his life. During the Mexican rev- 
olutions and the big war in Europe, 
he made a fortune 'speculating 
in 


Mexican cattle and invested it in the 
San Miguel. When I first knew him, 
he spent a great deal of his lime in 
Mexico City, leaving the management 
of the ranch to his superintendent, 
'jjkm Barksdale. 
"^he San Miguel is one of the best 
equipped ranches I have ever seen. 
Wells and streams supply ample water 
for thousands of head of sheep, goats, 
cattle, horses and mules. On one sec- 
tion, a pipe line brings water for miles 
from a mountain stream to a big con- 
crete 
tank. Watering 
troughs 
are 


equipped with automatic cut-offs and 
never 
overflow. 
At headquarters, 


water is pumped into a lank by gas 
engines; at £1 Venate, tin outlying 
station, it i.s pumped into a giant res- 
ervoir atop a hill and flows through 
pipes to troughs scattered over the 
range. 


At headquarters there is a commis- 


sary, blacksmith shop, lime kiln and 
a rope makiiik department. Sheep 
herders arc paid a few cents a pound 
to comb fiber 
from a native sisal 


plant. They do this at odd times, 
mainly in the evenings while sitting 
round campfircs. Bales of this fiber 
are kept on hand at all times, for 
rope is a big item on a ranch. Just a 
few minutes arc required to make a 
hundred feet of strong, durable rope 
with a homemade contrivance that is 
comical in^its simplicity. 


The ranch home is built of .stone- 


ami is a Spanish castle plus all mod- 
ern conveniences. 


Rancher's Liquid Gold 


A spring at San Jose1, one of the 


outlying stations, .supplied a few herd- 
ers with drinking water; otherwise it 
was too small ot he of value. Barks- 
clalo decided to experiment and tee if 
Jc^oiild devclope a worth-while sup- 
\Ay9lf water. Using dynamite, he blew 
off a cap rock. Ho was amazed tine 
delighted when a veritable river gush- 
ed forth. He had tapped an under- 
ground stream! Water is liquid gold 
to ranchmen. 


Prior to 1916, bandits gave Miers

It is the boundcn duty of the state 


to give every child an equal chance 
at 
education— and 
the 
collapse of 


school revenues in the weaker dis- 
tricts makes it imperative today that 
the state centralize and redistribute 
the tax money necessary for at least 
the lower grades.

It is understood that while the state 


guarantees and assumes responsibility 
for the lower grades, the local district 
would continue to pay for and direct 
the high school. 


This is a good working approach to

The governor does not clear up the 


question where the tax revenues are 
coming from to guarantee even the 
lower grades. He leaves that up to 
the legislature. 


We might as well prepare ourselves 


for the truth. 


It is going to take a sales tax to put 


Arkansas public schools on a respect- 
able basis. Nor will a sales tax elim- 
inate the property tax entirely at this 
time.

HAVANA, Cuba.—(/P)—The entire 


strength of the Cuban police was 
thrown into the search Monday for 
Tour men who made a daring attempt 
Sunday to assassinate Jefferson Caf- 
"ery, American ambassador. 


The cabinet, shaken by the affair, 


met in a special session to discuss the 
plot against Caffcry's life. 


The explosion of two bombs in a 


residentlai section early Monday also 
added to the excitement which grip- 
ped the city. 


Authorities expressed determination 


to put an end to the terrorism which 
has harrassed Havana for months, and 
police raked the city and its environs 
for assailants of the ambassador. 


The attempted assassination cost the 


life of one soldier, Francisco Ortega 
on guard the diplomat's home, anc 
wounded another. 


Police blamed "Communists or rad- 


ical" for the attempt. 


Ambassador Caffery revealed Mon- 


day fifter men' had attacked the car of 
H. Freeman Matthews, first secretary 
cf the embassy, that his residence was 
fired on about three weeks ago.

Is Proposed for Whole State 


Governor . Futrell Announces Guarantee of 


Grades, Proposed in a Constitutional 


Amendment Next Fall

LITTLE ROCK.—A proposed constitutional amendment to establish a un- 


iform system of general public schools, extending through the eighth grade, 
to be paid for wholly by the state, was made public over the week-end by 
Governor Futrell. 


The proposed amendment was a- 


dopted by a subcommittee represent- 
ing the special committee appointed 
several months ago to make a study of 
the public school question. 
It 
has 


been approved by most of the mem- 
bers of the committee, of which A. B. 
Hill of Little Rock, former state sup- 
erintendent, is chairman. 


Governor Futrell issued a statement 


explaining operation of the proposed 
uniform school system, which he said 
would give the children in rural com- 
munities the same basic educational 
advantages that are furnished by the 
state for children in cities and towns.

Fire Upon Embassy 


HAVANA, Cuba.— (fi>) —Four men 


fired a volley of shots from an auto- 
mobile into the doorway of United 
'States Ambassador Jcferson Caffery's 
home Sunday in an assassination at- 
tempt 
which 
resulted in critically 


wounding a soldier on guard. 


The attack, culminating several days 


of sporadic terrorism which included 
revelation of a plot against the am- 
bassador's life, coincided exactly with 
the heaur at which he usually leaves 
his home for the Yacht club. 


The assailants, unidentified and still 


uncapturcd, used a sawcd-off 
shut- 


gun. Their bullets struck a soldier, 
Francisco Ortega. His right leg was 
torn off by a bullet apparently of ex- 
plosive nature. He was near death. 


The incident caused intense excite- 


ment in Cuban official circles. Pres- 
ident Carlos Mcndieta called a meet- 
ing of the cabinet. Although its pur- 
pose was said to be for discussion of 
the new gold decree, a member de- 
clared the session would be devoted 
to ways and means of breaking up a 
plot laid to radicals and communists, 
against the United States ambassador 
and against American 
property 
in 


Cuba. The entire police department. 
was mobilized in an effort to capture 
the assailants. 


mandatory oh the state to provide 
funds for a six months' school term 
and would prohibit diversion of mon- 
ey levied and collected for school pur- 
poses. 


No mention of a sales tax or other

the number of votes for governor at 
the lost preceding general election, 
and that the potitioas must be filed 
with the secretary 
of 
state 
four 


months before the election at which 
the question is to be voted on. The pe- 
titions would have to be filed by July 
8. 


Estimated Cost 


An estimate prepared by state school 


authorities for the governor's com- 
mittee several weeks ago placed the 
additional cost of a six months' level 
school system at approximately ?4.- 
225,000 a year, exclusive of debt ser- 
vice and approximately 
54,500.000 a 


year including debt service of local 
districts. 


The estimate was based on common 


school fund revenue of $2,678,280 in 
1931-32 and an average cost per month 
of $3.34 for white pupils and 51.75 for 
negro pupils. In that year there were 
295,004 white pupils and 97,236 negri 
pupils. 


The proposed 
amendment 
woulc 


provide that state school funds be 
apportioned on the basis of average 
iaily attendance instead of the num- 
ber of children between six and 21, as 
it present.

kansas, to-wit: 


That Article 5 of the Constitution of 


the State of Arkansas be amended by 
adding thereto the following: 


SECTION 1. Not less than a major- 


ity of the members of each House of 
the General Assembly may enact a 
law. 


SECTION II. None of the rates for 


property, excise, privilege or personal 
taxes, now levied shall be increased 
by the General Assembly except after 
the approval of the qualified electors 
voting thereon at an election, or in 
case of an emergency, by the votes of 
three-fourths of the members elected 
to each House of the General Assem- 
bly. 


SECTION 
III. 
Excepting monies 


raised or collected for educational 
purposes, highway purposes, to pay 
Confederate pensions and the just 
debts of the State, the General As- 
sembly is hereby prohibited from ap- 
propriating or expending more than 
the sum of Two and One-half Million 
Dollars for 
all 
purposes, for any 


biennial period; provided 
the limil 


herein fixed may be exceeded by the 
votes of three-fourths of the members 
elected to each House of the General 
Assembly. 


SECTION TV. In making appropria- 


tions for any biennial period, the Gen- 
eral Assembly shall first pass the Gen- 
eral Appropriation Bill provided for 
in Section 30 of Article 5 of the Con- 
stitution, and no other appropriation 
bill may be enacted before that shall 
have been done. 


SECTION V. No expense shall be 


incurred or authorized for either 
House except by a bill duly passed 
by both Houses and approved by the 
Governor. 


The provisions of the Constitution 


of the State of Arkansas in conflict 
with this Amendment are hereby re- 
pealed insofar as they are in conflict 
herewith, and this Amendment shall 
be self-executing and shall take and 
have full effect immediately upon its 
adoption by the electors of the State.

)osed as a amendment to the Consti- 
ution of the State of Arkansas, and, 
pon being submitted to the electors 
f the State for approval or rejection 


at the next general election for Sen- 
ators and Representatives, if a major- 
ity of the electors, voting thereon, at 
such an election adopt such amend- 
ment, the same shall become a part 
of the Constitution of the State of 
Arkansas, to-wit: 


Except for the purpose of refunding 


the existing outstanding indebtedness 
of the State and for assuming and re- 
funding valid outstanding road im- 
provement district bonds, the State of 
Arkansas shall issue no bonds or other 
evidence of indebtedness pledging the 
faith and credit of the State or any of 
its revenues for any purpose whatso- 
ever, except by and with the consent 
of the majority of the qualified elec- 
tors of the State voting on the ques- 
tion at a general election or at a 
special election called for that pur- 
pose. 


This Amendment to the Constitution 


of Arkansas shall be 
self-executing 


&nd require no enabling act, but shall 
take and have full force and effect 
immediately upon its adoption by the 
electors of the State.
